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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e), was filed in this application after allowance or after an Office 
action under Ex Parte Quayle, 25 USPQ 74. 453 O.G. 213 (CommY Pat. 1935). Since 
this application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee 
set forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) has been timely paid, prosecution in this application has 
been reopened pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on March 14, 
2006 has been entered. 

2. The indicated allowability of the claims is withdrawn in view of the prior art 
references. The rejections based on the cited reference(s) follow. 

3. Applicant is reminded that the inventorship must be amended in compliance with 
37 CFR 1 .48(b) if one or more of the currently named inventors is no longer an inventor 
of at least one claim remaining in the application. Any amendment of inventorship must 
be accompanied by a diligently-filed petition under 37 CFR 1.48(b) and by the fee 
required under 37 CFR 1.17(h). 

4. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

5. Claims 1-33 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

A. At claims 2-8, 10, 12, 13. 15-26. and 28-33, it is suggested that the 
phrase" A Compound" should be amended to read in favor of " A compound". 
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B. At claims 1-28, 32, and 33, it is suggested that the phrase " and 
pharmaceutically acceptable salts should be amended to read in favor of "or a 
phannaceutically acceptable salt". 

6. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) The invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in 
public use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent In 
the United States. 

Claims 1-4, 8,14-17, 24, 25, and 34 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
clearly anticipated by Chihiro et al (Reference A2, cited by Applicants on April 5, 2004). 
The instantly claimed compound is disclosed. At Table 8, page 107, see the 
compound of Example 8. The claims are fully met when and R^ together form 
at ring; W is thiazolyl; and Q is substituted aryl. 

7. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) The Invention was described in a patent granted on an application for patent by another 
filed in the United States before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent, or on an 
international application by another who has fulfilled the requirements of paragraphs (1), (2), 
and (4) of section 371(c) of this title before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent. 

The changes made to 35 U.S.C. 102(e) by the American Inventors Protection Act 
of 1999 (AlPA) and the Intellectual Property and High Technology Technical 
Amendments Act of 2002 do not apply when the reference is a U.S. patent resulting 
directly or indirectly from an international application filed before November 29, 2000. 
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Therefore, the prior art date of the reference is detemfiined under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) prior 
to the amendment by the AlPA (pre-AlPA 35 U.S.C. 102(e)). 

Claims 1, 8, 14, 17, 24, 25, and 34 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being 
clearly anticipated by Prieple et al (Reference 1 , cited by Applicants on March 14, 
2006). 

The instantly claimed compound is disclosed. At page 14, 1st column, see 
Example 24. The claims are fully met when and R^ together fomn at ring; W Is 
thiazolyl; and Q is N'^5C(0)R^ R^ is H when attached to the N-atom; R^ is 
substituted aryl when attached to C(0); R^ is -COaR^ is a radical substituted off 
phenyl ring; R^ is hydrogen when attached to -O. See the compound depicted 
below:

The Doroshenko et al compounds are depicted below:

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The difference between the prior art compounds and the Instantly claimed 
compounds is the Q group. For the prior art compounds, Q is unsubstituted aryl. For 
the Instantly claimed compounds Q Is substituted aryl. There is no teaching nor 
suggested to modify the Doroshenko et al. compounds to derive those instantly claimed. 
Accordingly, no rejections are made over this prior art reference.
